There was 
nothing to be done, said Captain Wid- 
gery, but simply to weather the hurri- 
cane out as best we could. The 
ship was blown over by the force of 
the wind until her decks were almost 
perpendicular, and we lay like that 
for twenty-four hours. |, 

The water whipped up by the wind 
completely enveloped the ship in a 
driving cloud of spray, through which 
we could not see a yard ahead. The 
sea’ itself, you must understand, was 
not heavy, for in these violent hurri- 
canes so much water is blown off the 
surface of the sea, that the waves are 
comparatively small. 

Well, as I said, we lay for twenty- 
four hours more than half blown over, 
and the trouble was we did not know 
where we were going, for during the 
hurricany, as we saw neither sun nor 
stars, it was quite impossible to take 
a reckoning. We might have been 
blown on to the coast, and wrecked;
